EMPLOYEE STOCKHOLDERS. 


A Boston Corporation Shares Its Profits 


With Its Employees. 


Of the 6,086 preferred stockholders 


of the Massachusetts gas companies 
650 are employees of the Boston Con- 
solidated Gas company under the prof- 
it sharing plan, placed in operation 
two years ago at the time the sliding 
scale act was adopted. 


Under the terms of the profit shar- 


ing plan any person who has been in 
the employ of the company for one 
year or more who is of good habits, 
faithful, energetic and honest is paid 
the same premium or dividend on the 
amount of his compensation that the 
stockholder receives as dividend on his 
investment—viz, as the Boston Consol- 
idated Gas company paid 8 per cent 
on its stock in the June 30 fiscal year 
the employees received an addition of 
8 per cent in their annual salary. 


The amount set aside for employees 


is not paid in cash, but is credited to 
them, and when a sufficient sum ac- 
cumulates to enable the purchase of 
one or more shares of the preferred 
stock of the Massachusetts gas com- 
panies the president is authorized to 
make the purchase. 
When this stock 


is once purchased it becomes the ab- 
solute property of the employee, and 
he has the right to do with it as be 
sees fit, but before selling it he must 
first notify the president of his inten- 
tion to do so, and if there is any rea- 
son why he should sell it—because of 
the actual need of the money, for in- 
stance—he may dispose of it without 
restrictions. On the other hand, if in 
the opinion of the chief executive no 
good reason exists for disposing of the 
stock the employee may sell it, but 
he will be dropped from" the profit 
sharers' list in the future. 
Provision 


is also made that any balance that is 
not used for the purchase of Massa- 
chusetts gas stock he placed to the 
credit of the employee on the books 
of the company at 4 per cent interest. 


The object of this plan is to secure 


better results from employees and to 
encourage them to be -frugal and eco- 
nomical. 
Every employee except the 


president is eligible as a profit sharer. 
In the past fiscal year the company 
paid about .?43.00i) in premiums to its 
employees.—Progressive Age.

A Bad Railway Wrecjc. 


A recent issue of'the London Engi- 


neer contains an account of a railway 
accident in Australia in which forty- 
eight persons were killed and 419 were 
injured. The Australian correspondent 
writes: 

"After the accident the state of af- 
fairs was rendered more horrible by a 
fire which broke out. Unlike the Amer- 
ican trains, Australian trains are not 
fitted with axes, hammers, jacks and 
such appliances to facilitate the remov- 
al of the victims after an accident, and 
a great deal of the trouble and even 
n?any of the deaths may be directly 
traced to the delay in extricating the 
sufferers from the burning debris.

Plans nre under way for nn oxhlbl- 


tiou of nucicut cnrrtnju-s, sleiKhs. hnr- 
uess uud other equipuu-nt In the con- 
cert hall of Mndisoii Square- (Jardeu 
during the week of the national horse 
show to bu soon held In Now York 
city. James T. Hyde, the secretary of 
the association, has undertaken to col- 
lect the material for the proposed car- 
riage show. 
New York has se\eral 


notable >chicles of this kind, and 
many more scattered around the coun- 
try will doubtless be forthcoming to 
make the proposed show one of rare 
importance and Interest to all votaries 
of riding and drhinj;. Jauies Hazcu 
Hyde owns a collection of old Ameri- 
can carriages, which long ago should 
bine found a place in one of the pub- 
lic museums. It comprises traveling 
coaches or chariots, postchaiscs. cur- 
ricles and other quaint old vehicles of 
eighteenth century design Shidcbaker 
Bros, are the owners of two historical 
carriages. One is the barouche in 
which Abraham Lincoln rode to his In- 
auguration as president of the United 
States. The other is the carriage built 
for General Lafayette and presented 
to him by the United States govern- 
ment on the occasion of his last visit 
to America. 


One of the oldest vehicles iu New 


York is a sleigh built iu 1700. This 
primitive old sled was owned many 
jears by Charles Welde and was 
kn<yvrn to nearly everybody in Harlem. 
It is still iu a good state of preserva- 
tion. Another notable old sleigh is in 
the possession of R. M. Stivers, who 
built it about fifty years ago for Com- 
modore Tanderbilt.

Myers to Drown Forest Fires by Ex- ! 


ploding Big Gas Filled Balloon. 


Carl B. Myers of Frankfort, a suburb 


of TJtica, N. Y., is going to pluck a 
rainstorm from the skies that the for- 
est fires may be extinguished. 
Mr.', 


Myers isxa veteran balloonist and aero- 
nautical ,engineer and claims that down 
in Texas some years ago he produced; 
rain that spread over several states.' 
His plan is to send up into the sky a 
big balloon filled with gases, which he 
explodes \vith an electric spark. The 
explosion will be terrific. In an experi- 
ence of this kind there has never been 
used a balloon more than ten feet in 
diameter, but on this occasion a bal- 
loon having a. diameter of -twenty-five 
feet is to be used. Myers proposes to 
cause the first explosion somewhere,be- 
tween Utica .and Frankfort within ai 
few days.

whose forest lands are melting away 
to ashes to make rain.
